2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record neither describes nor specifically discloses an alarm and control system for a switch 
cabinet that can be opened and closed by an operator and that includes an electronically 
functioning locking unit for closing and releasing the switch cabinet door lock, the alarm control 
system comprising: a plurality of modules disposed within the switch cabinet and connected via 
the data bus, each module having a microprocessor for signal processing and a closed loop 
function scope, each module being designed only for the control of an individual function, and 
the modules processing independently of one another the signals conducted thereto and 
outputting a decision signal as a processing result. These, along with other switch cabinet 
specific claim limitations, render the application allowable over the prior art of record.
